behalf of the, world's convention. 
The 


programme has been arranged and mailed 
o London for approval, and will not be 
nnonnoed until it is returned with the 
a action of tbe London authorities.

by Governor 


Edwards, the first territorial governor 
of Illinois. He attended Transylvania 
University at Frankfort, Ky., and a'ter- 
wards studied law with Judge Bibb and 
John J. Crittenden. He removed to 
Louisiana in 1823. 
There he took np 


civil law acd was moat successful. 
He 


served in the legislature from 1826 to 
1836. 
He was united in marriage to 


Mary Howell Hart, of Woodford county. 
Kentucky, in 1836. The following year 
he and bis wife returned to K ntacky to 
live and Mr. \ oorbies settled on a 200 
acre farm and proved a moat successful 
farmer, amassing a In^ge fortu-.e. 
In 


1857 Mre. Voorhies died, leaving h(-r bus- 
band and five BOBS to mourn her lose. 
The sons living are Em. William Voor- 
hies, Jr., of this city, George Voorhiep, of 
Denver, Colo., Charles H. Voorhiee, sash 
ier of the First National Bank atL 'ling- 
ton, Ky., and Hon. John H. P. Voorbies, 
of Denver. The fifth son, Lieut. Gordon 
Voorhiep, was killed near the close of the 
late war. In the >ear 1858 the deceased 
moved Io Lexington, where he resided 
until 1869, when he went to Chicago, 
since which 
tirre up to the time 


of his demise he divided his 
time 


between the families of Charles Voorhies 
at Denver and William Voorbies o( this 
city. During bis residence here be en- 
deared himself in the he tut a of the young 
and aged Alike. Be was a charming and 
entertaining conversationalist and was 
extremely fond of masio. He was a rm.n 
of a wonderfully kind disposition, and in 
his la'e years was m vt r more delighted 
than when in the company of children. 
To his child acquaintance he was as a 
grandfather and to them his loss is irre- 
parable. He retained the use cf hie fac- 
ulties np to the hour whon tbe stroke 
rendered him unconscious and placed 
him beyond the reach acd power of all 
and thus was the last, a beautiful end of 
a man who had passed a matchless life 
and had now gone t) his reward.

KAVACHOI.'S ACCOMPLICES 


On Trial for Causing the Explosion in

Jean Francois and two other anarchists 
named liricon and DeLange, on the 
charge of having been concerned in the 
explosion in the Cafe Very, Boulevard 
Magenta, Paris, on May 25 last, began 
yesterday.

Anarchist Ravachol 


had been arrested in the cafe, having 
been pointed out to officers of the law 
by Very, the keeper of the restaurant, 
and the anarchists had sworn to avcrge 
what they considered the betrayal of 
their chief. 
On the'35th of Mayabornb 


was exploded in the place, causing 
great damage to the restaurant and 
horribly wounding Very, who subse- 
quently died. The French authorities 
traced the crime, as alleged, to Fran- 
cois and others. 
Francois was arrested 


in October last in London on the charge 
of having been a party to the outrage. 
He resisted extradition, but was finally 
delivered up to the French authorities.

AN AWFUL DISASTER 


The Italian Government and the Demo- 


cratic Pope.

papal conclave, to issue a brochure en- 
titled "II Papa Peve Essero Italiano," 
declaring that the next pope ought to 
overthrow the democratic policy es- 
tablished by the present pope, and be- 
come reconciled with the quirennial.

change the pope's policy. The ecclesi- 
astical authorities believe that the 
democratic policy of the pope has ob- 
tained such a firm hold upon the minds 
of the people that it will become tradi- 
tional, and other pope's will live up to 
it.
